Second Attempt to Assassinate Presi- 
dent Cabrera of Guatemala is 
Made With “Mine.” |

WASHINGTON, May 4.—Another at- 
tempt to assassinate President Ca- 
brera of Guatemala, according to a 
dispatch received today by Minister 
Toledo, was made yesterday. In this 
instance, what is described in a gen- 
eral way in the advices as a “mine,” 
was placed not far from the mansion 
of President Cabrera, apparently with 
the intention of exploding it when it 
would be most destructive. The mine 
was discovered, the attempt at assas- 

sination thus being rendered futile.

The experts in 
charge of the $ government ex- 
periment stations have compiled re- 
ports from the cotton-belt§ section 
which declare that the cotton plant is 
cut on an average of 50 per cent. 
the rain and snow. 

The counties in the northwest sec- 
tion of Texas have suffered the great- 
est damage by the unprecedented wet 
season for this time of year, which 
rots the plant. In some of these 


countics ihe damege will reach 60 per G 


cent. 

The severe cold and rain in the 
southwestern section of the cotton belt 
has reduced the coming crop on an 
average of 40 to 5@ per cent. 

Up to the present time the crop 
gave evidence of a heavy yield, with 
estimates of from 3,500,000 to 4,000,000 
bales. But the heavy raine, with the 
ap nce of boll weevils in at least 
twenty counties, have reduced the es- 
timates anywhere from 40 to 60 per 
cent.

YORK FOR MURDERERS. 


Procession Crowds Grand Central 
Place and the “Marseillaise” Brings 
Forth Howls of Approval and 
Scores of Red Flage—Resolutions 
Condemn Idaho's Acts. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

NEW YORK, May 4.—Two long lines 
of men and women, probably 20,000 of 
them, trailed through the streets of 
the upper and lower East Side, as a 
demonstration of their sympathy for 
Moyer, -Haywood and Pettibone, of- 
ficials of the Western Federation of 
Miners. A part of the paraders crowd- 
ed Grand Central Place to wind up the 
demonstration in one of the biggest un- 
jon labor and socialist meetings seen 
in New York in a long time. 

There was no disorder. Here and 
there was heard a faint cheer, partic- 
ularly on the down-town streets, but 
as a rule the crowds viewed the 
archers, who made little attempt at 
parade functions, with only curiosity. 

The first real enthusiasm came after 
the crowd had entered the hail, when 
a fife and drum corps played the 
“Marselliaise:"’ The crowd howled and 
scores waved smal! red flags. 

The meeting was called to order by 
John C. Chase, secretary of the So- 
cialist party, who introduced Morris

Road Probiems. 
PIOCHE (Nev.) May 1.—{To the Edi- 
tor of The Times’] I have just been 


reading in your issue of the 28th the 


“On Way to Good 

delighted to know 
that such substantial progress has 
heen made in this most important 
movement. I do not remember any 
other place in the United States 
where the people have acted so exp:- 
ditioudly as have the citizens of Soutr- 
ern California since they determined 
upon getting relief. 

I have watched this movement with 
hearty sympathy, and thus far have 
been pleased to see that all steps 
taken have seemed to show good 
judgment. The next step will be io 
get the money, and the next to go tv 
work. Then will come the crucial test 
Will the money be expended judicious- 
ly and the people wno vote the bonds 
get value received? It is a large sum 
to heave available for the veginning 
of a aystem of highway improvement. 
In other States they have gone more 
slowly and have tried conscientious!y 
and as wisely as possible according t» 
their light ‘o evolve methods suited 
to their conditicns, physical and finan- 
cial. 

The statement cannot be inade too 
emphatically that read problems in 
Southern California differ greatly from 
those other portions of the Unitel 
States, and to a considerable extent 
from thos? in parts of Northern Cal.- 
fornia. If the money to be rai 
from bonds issued ‘under the new law 
is to secure the best results in fin- 
ished roads and the largest mileage of 
such roads, -he subject must be stud- 
ied by, and plans evolved ‘rom, the 
experience of Southern California roa 
builders. 

I notice that at the gathering in 
Blanchard Hall reported in tie artic! 
above referred to, the statement was 
made by Mr. Anderson that “oilei 
macadam isa one of the best road- 
makirg materials that can be used in 
this country.” I do not know exactly 
what he meant, but in a general way 
I considerer it true that the best road 
which can be made in Southern Cali- 
fornia would be a standard macadam, 
protected by some kind of ciled en- 
velop. Notwithstanding that faci, I 
should consider it criminal to raise 
money on bonds to be repaid by pos- 
terity and expend it in that character 
of road construction. Suitable rock 
for standard macadam road construc- 
tion would be very expensive in moat 
places in Southern California. The s»- 
called “niggerheads,”’ which are found 
in some of the creek beds of Southern 
California would make very ma‘*- 
adam roads. In the hill immediately 
north of Hollywood is an _ intrusive 
dike of olivine basalt, which is an 
ideal naterial. It is the equivalent 
most of the traps used in New York 
and New Englend. As a road material

I believe it would compare favorably | 


with the trap from the Palisades 0o*% 
the Hudson, West Rock, New Haven, 
Conn., and Newton, Mass. The grar- 
fte commonly found in the hills of 
Southern California contains certain 
constituents which decompose on ex- 
posure to the weather, probably prin- 
cipally biotite and pyrite. To see how 
this behaVes when used for macadam 
one ras only to viseit Orange Grove 
avenue in Pasadena. Los Angeles has 
spent considerable money for decom- 
posed macadam, and people have gen- 
erally felt that it was unsatisfactory 
Now, because a road with a standard 
macadam base, protected by some kind 
of oiled envelop, would be the’ very 
best, to advise that money raised by 
bonds should be expended in construct- 
ing such roads wuwuld be like advising 
that ell floors be constructed of hard 
wood, because hard wood makes the 
best floors. 

It would be manifestly improper for 
me in a newspaper article to suggest 
specifications for the kind of roads to 
be built with the money to be raised, 
but I do not hesitate to say that the 
same money which would have to be 
paid for standar@d macadam, properly 
protected, ought to build double the 
mileage of road, which would cost no 
more to maintain and would be to all 
intents and purposes as satisfactory as 
the kind which would cost twice as 
much. 

I notice that L. W. Page has offered 
to send an engineer to report on the 
best system of road construction and 
that his office will make the necessary 
tests of building material, etc., If it 
is desired to have tests made, to sat- 
isfy any kind of curiosity which any 
person in California may feel, it 
should not do any harm, although as 
@ general proposition it may be said 
that any one competent to give advice 
on road building doesn’t need any 
such tests. So far as «jy observation 
has gone, and it has been quite ex- 
tensive, and I have consulted person- 
ally with the best road engineers in 
the United States and Canada on the 
subject, the main advantage in this 
pounding up of rocks and backing 
them, and uttering incantations over 
them and then writing a lot of unin- 
telligible gibberish about them called 
“reports” has been manifest princi- 
pally to the young men who drew a 
salary for doing it and to the others 
up the Ine who participate in this fea- 
ture. 

The ability to give reliable advice 
about road bullding is derived from 
two and only two qualifications, ex- 
perience and common sense. The 
State of California has at Sacramento 
a Highway Commissioner, Mr. Ellery, 
who has had vastly more experience 
of all sorts of road building problems 
in that State than has Mr. Page and 
all his employés put together. He has 
plenty of common sense. The wasting 
of 1 per cent. of $3,000,000 means the 
loss of $30,000. It is desirable to have 
the best advice attainable on the sub- 
ject and that advice can be secured 
only from people who have had the 
proper experience. How would tt do 
to appoint a commission, consisting of 
the city. engineers of Los Angeles, 
Pasadena, Monrovia and Riverside, and 
with them Mr. Ellery as chairman? 
Let this fommission thoroughly study 
every character of good road so far 
built in Southern California, and pre- 
pare three sets of specifications for 
three different classes of roads. The 
requirements of the different com- 
munities for which roads must be built 
will be covered by three varieties of 
roads. These specifications then could 
be used as guides for the highway 
commissions provided for by the new 
act of the Legislature. Even then it 
would be found that the commission 
will acquire its own experience and 
that later any specifications made un- 
der present state of knowledge of the 
art would have to be modified. But 
such specifications on the start should 
be the crystallized experience and good 
judgment of the road builders of the 
State. It wouldn't be @xpedient to 
hire a farmer whose experience had 
beer’ confined td South Carolina to ad- 
vise the agriculturists of Siberia. As 
in farming so in road building the 
serious problems are local ones. There 
are plenty of road builders in Califor- 
nia just as competent to deal with 
genera! road problems as any in the 
government service and they are the 
only ones fitted by experience to deal 
with the local ones.

A. Gregory drove up to go out to the 
landing place after his usual load of 
clams which had been brought in 
fram the day's catch. His astonish- 
ment at finding the street barricaded 
knew no bounds, and soon turned to 
anger. He rushed back uptown and 
collected a posse of men to break the 
fence down. Soon a crowd of indignant 
citizens gathered ready for active op- 
eration, and it seemed that the fence 
must come down at once, Tut moder- 
ate counsel prevailed and it was 
thought best to await developments. 

City Attorney Wideman went down 
late In the evening and collected a 
crowd of men, who proceeded to de- 
molish the fence. No opposition was 
offered to the demolition. 

The purpose in erecting this fence 
seemed apparent to all. They accepted 
it as the first skirmish of the Southern 
Pacific and Bannings against the 
United States government in the con- 
test for the retention of the complete 
control of the harbor. 

Two years ago, after the application 
of the railway corporations for devel- 
oping the harbor on the peninsula 
plans had been denied by the War De- 
partment, the Bannings, claiming the 
entire inner harbor below high tide, 
erected a line of fence along this line 
as a boundary of their tideflat claims. 
For a year the fence remained unmo- 
lested, but during the past year one 
after another of the owners of prop- 
erty bordering on this high-tnde line 
has been pulling this fence down until 
it has all disappeared. 


Wilmington began operations for the 
grading of Canal street and had de- 
clared the street to be a public thor- 
oughfare to the water’s edge. the 
Southern Pacific placed signs on this 
street at the point where its track in- 
tersects it, having the warning, “This 
is no thoroughfare. Keep out.”

CORNER-STONE DISTURBED 
SAN JUAN CAPISTRANO. 


Some One Digs Under the Chapel — 
and Removes a Stone That Has 


Lain There for a Century—Mexi- 
cang of the Town Are Much Dis- 
turbed Over the Occurrence. 


SANTA ANA, May 4.—~In search of 
treasure of historical relics, «ome one 
has dug under the cornerstone of the 
old mission chapel at San Juan (a- 
pistrano, disturbing a stone that has 
lain at the corner of the foundation 
of the famous. church erected by the 
Indians and the mission padres over 
100 years ago.

The manufacturers of Los Angeles 
are showing the right way to build up 
acity. Their exhibit of “things made 
in Los Angeles,” on Main strect . be- 
tween Third and Fourth, in the old 
Panorama Rink building. is as inspir- 
ing an object lesson as has ever been 
given here. 

The average visitor from abroad ts 
prone to say: “Your climate and scen- 
ery are evervthirg that coula be de- 
sired, but what is there to support a 
population?” The resident or the 
“stranger within our gates” who will 
take the trouble to visit this exhibi- 
tion will have the question aswered 
vetter than could be done in a large 
volume. There are few of our own 
people who know half the story that 
is told in this concrete shape upon the 
floor of the Panorama building.

Prominent Official Protests 


Against Outcry, 


He Suggests Strict Obedience 


to Law as Remedy.

Government Control Idea Is 
Subject of Sarcasm. 


Adrian H. Joline has recently been 
elected chairman and president of the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas Rallwar 
Company. At the annual meeting of 
the board of directors of this come 
pany, which took place at Parsons, 
Kan., April 4, 4907, the new railroad — 
president and chairman of the board 
of directors delivered an address to 
his fellow-director&. This sets forth 
the views of the prominent railroad - 
man as to the relntions of the railroads 
to the government and to the public 
under the laws “4 the land. A _ great 
deal of what Mr. Joline said is impres- 
sively wise. Some things which he ad- 
vanced are justly subject to discussion 
and controversy. 

This address undoubtedly makes out 
an excellent case for the railroad over 
which the spesker is called upon te 
preside. Had he been disposed to do 
so, he might have gone further and 
made out, probably, quite as good & 
case for all the roads in what is 
known as the Gould system. HM is @& 
matter which ought not to be lost 
sight of, in these days of bitter crit- ~ 
icism of railroads and of so much con- 
troversy. between the roads, the gov- 
ernment and the public, that the Gould 
roads have come in for no. share of 
the condemnation visited upen other 
roads by the President of the United 
States or any other person in high 
authority. They have escaped very - 
generally from public criticism. Come 
plaints are seldom heard from the pa- 
trons of these lines at any point. in 
the country. They are conspicuously 
prominent in this respect just at the 
present time, when,so many grave of- 
fenses are charged against other rail- 
road lines and their managers. 

The following quotations from the 
address of Mr. Joline will give a com- 
prehensive view of what he has to say 
about railroading in general, and his 
own railroad in particular: 

“In spite of our prosperity, we are 
troubled. I do not mean that we are 
troubled by the spasms and contor- 
tions of the stock market, which that 
great thinker, Mr. Carnegie, seems to 
think is the only place which is af- 
fected by the prevailing indifference 
to preperty rights. There is no stock. 
ticker in the offices of the M., K. and 
T., and the comments of the Carnegies 
and the comic papers do not wring our 
withers. This road is run to serve the 
public well and thereby to serve its 
owners well; not to enable some so- 
called Napoleon of finance to amass a 
colossal fortune. The Missouri, Ken- 
sas and Texas Railway has produced 
no plutocrats, as far as I know tt& 
history. No one connected with it has 
ever been guilty of enormously increas- 
ing the output of stock and bonds in 
order to lure an innocent public inte 
incautious investment. .. .” 


ROAD’S HONESTY SET FORTH. 


“T assert that the managers of this . 


road have never done anything to de- 
lude anybody or to get anything out of 
anybody to which they were not fully 
entitled. 


. “During the past few weeks @ num- 


ber of our more distinguished rallway 
presidents and high officials have been 
giving painful public expressions of 
their views and feelings—-most of 
them of a nature semi-apologetic; ~ 
craving indulgence; confessing peat 
sins; promising better behavior in fue 
ture; lementing, in the case of one 

them who has or ought to have very 
full inside information—the alleged sin 
of over-capitalization. I am not as- 
suming to be as wise as any of them, 
nor am I vain enough to criticise them, 
All that I can say is that, having 
read these statements and interviews, 
I am satisfied with my own silence. 

“Tl am confident that no one can dite 
pute the correctness of any of these 
assertions. Credit is the corner-stone 
and feundation of all business; and 
when you have the cruel and unthink- 
ing hammer of the labor unions strike 
ing you on the one side and the reck- 
less and unprincipled hammer.of the - 
political demagogue striking you even 
more mercilessly on the other 
what decomes of your credit? I am not 
going to waste time in discussing the 
reasons for the prevailing injustice te 
railroads. I have my own ideas, but 
they may not accord with yours. It 
profits us little to argue academically 
about causes, when weare face to face 
with facts and the problem is not what 
produced them, but how we shall deal 
with them.

He has shown no disposition to reduce 


railroad earnings to a ~point which 
would deny a reasonable return. The 
public, at least so far as it is repre- 
sented in the Legislatures, has shown 
exactly that disposition, and as long 
ago as the Granger agitation it was 
necessary to invoke the aid of the Su- 
preme Court of the United States in 
order to check that very disposition. 
The recent enactment of laws restrict- 
ing the passenger rate to 2 cents per 
mile, without regard to any conditions, 
either as to territory or population, 
making the same rate for the crowded 
States of Ohio and Pennsylvania and 
the sparsely-settieq States of — the 
West, testify to this disposition much 
more strongly than any witness, who, 
like Mr. Bryan, does not appear to 
have given the subject any intelligent 
attention, can testify against it.” 

At this point Mr. Joline took up the 
subject of. capitalization, overcapitali- 
zation and the injustice alleged to be 
done to the public in making them pay 
dividends on excessively watered 
stock. He certainly makes out an ex- 
cellent case for his own road, showing 
that the stock of the company amounts 
to $76,000,000, of which $13,000,000 repre- 
sent preferred and $63,000,000, common 
stock. He says: 

“In seventeen years of administra- 
tion since the reorganization we have 
paid so far just $520,000 in dividends, 
or 4 per cent. on the preferred stock 


+ for one year. The amount of money 


wrested from the innocent public in 
order to pay dividends on our com- 
mon stock may easily be caiculated— 
it is not so much as 1 cent.” 
ROOSEVELT CRITICISED. 


The speaker goes on from here to 
criticise the President for certain ut- 
terances that he has made with regard 
to the overcapitalization of stock and 
the extorting of money from the pub- 
lic by foisting this watered paper upon 
them. Mr. Joline’s showing for his

President Roosevelt he lost sight of 


| the recent deal in Alton stock which 


was purchased for $20,000,000 and 
palmed off upon a part of the public 
at least at $100,000,000.

“So what becomes of the clamor about 
overcapitalization?” It appears that 
a good deal has come of it in some 
instances. 

The end of this address is in every 
way to be commended. It outlines the 
policy to be pursued by Mr. Jgline’s 
road under his management. The fol- 
lowing will meet with the h y ap- 
proval of every reader of nable 
mind: . 

“It will be the policy of this com- 
pany, so far as I may have anything 
to do with it, to resist by all reason- 
able and legitimate meth the en- 
actment of laws which ust and 
unfair; to bring them, enacted, be- 
fore the courts for construction and 
for determination as to their validity 
and constitutionality; but to obey 
them honestly and faithfully, if they 
are ultimately declared to be valid, 
even if it leads to insolvency and a 
receiver. It is useless to resort to 
petty methods of retaliation; they are 
only irritating and impotent. We may 
as well make up our minds that if the 
people of this country have made up 
‘their minds to destroy our property, 
and the courts have decided that they 
have the right to do so, we must sub- 
mit. But I cannot believe that in any

country which calls itself free and en- 
lightened, such a thing can ever come 
to pass. 

“FOOLISH OUTCRY” I8S- ENVY. 

“We ma ly\challenge investi- 
gation any fairctribunal. If any of 
us has‘done wrong, let some one point 
it out, and let those who have the 
power adjudicate. But I venture to 
utter what is perhaps a feeble protest 
against the blind and foolish outcry 
against all railways. You and I know 
who are responsible for this soctalistic, 
populistic, anti-property crusade. It is 
the cry of the envious against the 
well-to-do—the old story; it is not new 
to this generation; only it is louder 
and more bitter than ever before in 


this country. 


“Is there any remedy for all this 
epidemic of enmity to our railroads? 
- » « The only remedy which occurs 
to me is the one which I have already 
indicated very brifily. Give the public 
the very best service we can and obey 
the laws, remembering that railroads 
are meant to carry freight and pas- 
sengers and not merely to carry 
mortgages. It is perhaps unfortunate 
that we have so large a mortgage in- 
debtedness; but the main bulk of it 
was inheritance and not a creation of 
our own; and it is all a just debt which 
we are bound to pay as it matures, 


-principal and interest. Fortunately 


for us the Supreme Court of the United 
States has given us permission to live 
and neither Legislatures nor Congress 
can Iwfully take from us that right. 
If we keep to the law, maintaining our 
own dignity and self-respect, we will 
outlive this clamor and the day will 
come when the péople will awake to a 
repentant sense of their own folly.” 


NEW DESERT VEGETABLES. 


Drouth-Resisting Fruits, Grains and 
Vegetables Found in 
Mexico. 


W. FE. Safford, assistant botanist in 
the bureau of plant industry in the 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture has arrived in the City of Mex- 
ico, after an extended trip throughout 
Mexico, studying plant life, since last 
December. The government ordered 
him to ascertain what plants and 
plant products might advantageously 
be transplanted to those sectfons of 
t! United States, which, like Ari- 
zona, New Mexico, and Texas, are 
similar itn climate and soi) to some 
sections of Mexico. 

At Monterey, Mr. Safford found 
drouth-resisting fruits and grains 
which can be transplanted to the arid 
regions of those States and help ma- 
terialy to make those sections produc- 
tive. He also found valuable types of 
beans and red pepper, which need Iit- 
tle moisture to grow luxuriantly. 

Near Saltillo he found very fine 
corn that was grown without irriga- 
tion and with very little rain. In the 
vicinity he noted excellent specimens 
of apricots, peaches, lettuce, carrots, 
beats, squashes, pumpkins, and other 
vegetables produced without Irriga- 
tion. He considers his discoveries ex- 
ceedingly valuable and important and 
says that if these vegetables will grow

Let it not 
be construed, however, as any excuse 
for tolerating present conditions. That 
Goldfield stocks can do well,. 
that the boom and excitement has sub- 
sided, under such circumstances, only 
goes to show what the camp in pub- 
lic opinion should be able to do, once 
the incubus of labor-union domination

Most of them 
were Slavonians Five recruits were 
added, two of them being bartenders. 
Picketing is still kept up, though half- 
heartedly, the pickets and Federation 
men being lost in the swarm of well- 
paid and contented men who swarm 
in and out of the mines three times a 
day. Apparently. four-fifths of the 
| strikers have left the camp. In the re- 
maining remnan' there is considerable 
| soreness, which is receiving close at- 
tention from the police. A number of 
miners and others have been arrested 
|for carrying pistols, and each man ar- 
rested has been beavily fined. 

Despite the plam failure of the at- 
tempt to unionize the camp, the feder- 
ation still hangs on its futile determi- 
nation. The strike committee has just 
issued a bulletin, which reads: 

‘“‘Workingmen; Stay away from Bis* 
bee, Ariz. The members of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners in that 
place are on strike against the mining 
companies, for the abolition of the 
blacklisting systein anti the discrimi- 
nation against urion men. Pay no at- 
/tention to subsid’zed press reports or 
to agents of the companies. The mines 
of Bisbee are unfair and no man fair 
to erganized labor will work in them 
until the compames accede to our ce- 
mands.” This is interesting informa-

FUTURE OF NEVADA’S CAMPS 
WELL ASSURED. 


Harriman, Clark, Schwab and Other 
Men of Wealth Show Their Faith 
by Investment—“Knockers” Cannot 
Kill It—Something of the Various 
Mines That Produce Its Wealth.

Why Bullfrog? In August 1904 

“Shorty” Harris and Ed. Cross dis- 
covered the, so to speak, “Amphibious” 
gold-bearing district. The camp had 
no name, but owing to the peculiar 
rock (of turquoise color) resembling 
bullfrog colors and spots, “Black Bill,” 
one of the Nevada poets, asked of a 
companion, “What is this rock any- 
how?” ‘Search me,” was the reply, 
“but it looks like a bullfrog.” Hence 
the name, 
The ¢oeck, Rhyolite, is responsible for 
the town of that name. Some true 
rhyolite occurs in the district, notably 
so at the “Denver Bullfrog” mine, 

Beatty derived its cognomen ffom 
“Old Man Beatty,” a veteran of the 
locality. 

The Lee mining district is situated 
on the eastern siope of the Funeral 
Range, twenty-three miles southeast of 
Rhyolite. The California - Nevada 
boundary line intersects the district, 
the northern part being in Nevada and 
the southern in California. 

Forty-one years ago “Old Man” Fin- 
lay made the first discovery of gold- 
bearing ore in the Lee section. 

Finlay was on friendly terms with 
Breyfogle, whose name 
“Lost Mine” is a by-word in all Ne- 
vada mining camps. 

In March 1904, just before the rush 
to the Bullfrog district, Finlay and 
Dick Lee went back to the original 
discovery and located some of the most 
promising claims in Nevada. Finlay 
and the Lee 4hrothers, after whom 
the district was named, continued pros- 
pecting and in November 1904 located 
the State Line and Hayseed with val- 
ues in gold of over $340 per ton ore. 
The Burro Group is one more of their 
locations discovered in March, 1905. 

The Echo District (so named for the 
reason that the natural tone of the 
human voice can be heard at a dis- 
tance of over a quarter of a mile in 
one of the adjoining cafions) joins the 
Lee district on the south and extends 
to the Death Valley slope of the Fu- 
neral Range and is now the scene of 
great mining activity.

The 
plant may be located near San Diego, 
that county offering more inducements 
for such an enterprise than closer to 
the city. The company has incorpo- 
rated for $500,006 capitalization, for the 
purpose of raising poultry in large 
quantities. A. L. Smith, manager of 
the company, explained the project. 
“We are badly in need of such an en- 
terprise as this, for thousands of dol- 
lars’ worth of poultry and eggs are 
shipped to Los Angeles annually from

We are eating cold-storage poultry, 
and eggs which are kept in storage for 
months, when we ‘should be able to 
get them not more than a day or two 
old; then they are fresh and whole- 
some. The company is now looking up 
a location and intends to commence 
operations in side of ninety Gays.

History has been made in local the- 
atrical circles this week. That auto- 
crat of the wings, the stagehand, 
been overthrown.

Usually, actor-people are very polite 
to the stageland. They have to be. 
The scene-mechanic always holds 
something or other that means suc- 
cess or a swift finish. Very dread- 
ful things have often happened to 
high-minded actresses who have been 
indisereetiy naughty to the poor in- 
artistic fellow in overalls, A _ spot- 


light mysteriously extinguished: a cur- 


tain tn the wrong place; a noise in 
a scene of “emotional quiet’’—these 
are only a few of the laughable, but 
perfectly accidental, occurrences that 
might happen to anybody. : 

However, Papinta banishes every one 
of them, and so solves the difficulty. 
There is no single helper left to 
wreak vengeance fer his kind. Pa- 
pinta carries her own crew. ) 

When the clock approaches the fate- 
ful hour in the vaudeville bill, the big 
iron doors of the stage are closed, 
and all the local Orpheum folks mi- 
grate with alacrity. Paulsen, the stage 
manager, alone remains. Any act that 
would drive Paulsen away wouldn't be 
admitted. He has been the productive 
genius of Los Angeles vaudeville too 
long to be barred by any spectacular 
person—or by any one else, for that 
matter. 

The secret of it is that Papinta is 
afraid of spies. She is as terrified at 
a curious pair of eyes as is a Russian 
official at the sight of an ‘unkempt, 
whiskered man carrying a mysterious 
package. Her effects are her own, and 
the possible copying of them is the 
bugbear of her life. 

Her contract, formidably sealed and 
signed by the heads of the circuit, im- 
peratively orders every individual off 
the stage while her act is going on. 
Sometimes ignoramuses are admitted 
by Pupinta herself. If an applicant 
looks perfectly incompetent to under- 
stand anything, he has a possible 
chance—provided his basic reason is 
good enough—io watch her act on the 
real side of the footlights. 

She began all this here in Los An- 
geles, years ago. She is a Los an- 
geles woman, and when off the stage 
she lives on a big, rambling farm in 
the middle part of this State. 

Her very first dances were worked 
out on the stage of the old Orpheum 
on Main street, now returned in melo- 
drama to its original name, the Grand 
Opera House. 

Her husbang, who has since died, 
worked for months in the patient cre- 
ation of her. original specialty. This 
has made her rich and famous, and 
all her dances, no matter what their 
variations, have been modeled upon it.

Victor Herbert, composer, conductor 
and ‘cellist, who of late years has de- 
voted his creative faculty principally 
to light opera, has signed a contract 
\with Oscar Hammerstein to write a 

na opera for production at the 
anhattan Operahouse next season. 
Jt will be staged with elaborate ef- 
fect and sung by leading members of 
Mr. Hammerstein's company. It is 


possible, moreover, that Mr. Herbert 
will personally conduct it. 

In regard to this announcement Mr. 
Hammerstein made the following state- 
ment last week: 

“I have always wished it to be un- 
derstood that in founding this opera- 
house I had other aims than merely | 
financial profits. I stated this on the} 
occasion of my first night. And I ad- 
here to it still. Fundamentally, my 
aims have been artistic, and will con- 
tinue s0. 

“Now that my operahouse is 


launched and standing fair and square 
upon its own legs, I have determined 
to a step or two forward. I have 
retatbed the rights already to produce 
‘novelties,’ but I wanted to go further 
i than that. I desire to tread the vir- 
gin fields of grand opera, and to dis- 
cover something that is more novel 
than a novelty. I want to be an op- 
eratic Columbus. 

“Tt is easy enough to pick up an 
opera that has been a success in Mi- 
lan, has been indorsed by London, ai 
is more or less certain to succeed. But 
it is not as easy to voyage the lyric 
seas on journeys of discovery. 

“Well, the virgin field of grand op- 
era to me seemed to be the United 
States of America. Englishmen § such 
as Goring Thomas, Isidore de Lara- 
Cohen, Frederick Cowen and Sir Alex- 
ander MacKenzie have written operas, 
and those operas have been produced 
with every circumstance of advantage 
at Covent Garden. But no impresario 
ever thought of giving any altruistic 
encouragement to the American oper- 
atic composer. So I determined that 
I would. | 

“Certainly our American operatic 
composers never would set the operat- 
ic world on fire uniess they first 
caught hold of a torch or were pro- 
vided with a match. The Manhattan 
Operahouse is the torch and I have 
offered its resources to Victor Herbert, 
whose eminence as a composer and 
whose. representativeness of America 
no one can deny. 

“Mr. Herbert has listened to my pro- 
posal and I have signed a contract 
with him. He will compose. I will 


P ‘ 

“The only difficulty in the way was 
the libretto. Mr. Herbert has often 
said he would have written a grand 
opera if only he could have got the li- 
bretto. The way to get a libretto is 
to ask for it and to pay for it. 

“So I offer $1000 to the man, pref- 
erably an American, who will provide 
a suitable libretto for Victor Herbert. 
The chance is open to every one-—-to 
the whole American world universal.” 

Mr. Hammerstein wishes the libretto 
to be dramatic with tense action, easy 
for the audience to comprehend, and 
cites as a model that of Bizet’s “Car- 
men." He will employ a professional 
reader to handle the librettos sub- 
mitted to him. 

He attended a performance of Be- 
lasco’s “The Rose of the Rancho” a 
few evenings ago, having in mind 
that work as a possible plot for a 
grand opera, but wovld not say aft- 
erward what conclusion he had ar- 
rived at in regard to it. “The Girl 
of the Golden West" has also been 
suggested in case Puccini does not 
decide to use it. 

When Mr. Herbert was interviewed 
in reference to his plans for the opera, 
he. said: 

“IT should lke to have an American 
subject and a background of Ameri- 
can romance, though, contrary to 
what many suppose, the terms of Mr. 
Hammerstein's generous offer for the 
best libretto do not expressly stipu- 
late an American subject. The pref- 
ePence is mentioned, but the hard and 
faat condition is not made. Pee 

“If the subject chosen be an Ameri- | 
can one, it is not absolutely necessary 
that the dramatis personae be either 
Indians or Puritans. Indians are not 
a suitable subjeci for an opera. The’ 
state of the Indians is pathetic, it is 
true, but in an opera they would not 
exactly strike the audience seriously. 


“Suppose an Indian tenor taking a 
high C and then trilling on a D in or- 
der to touch the emotions of a sopran- 
ofied prima, donna squaw! The taste 
and sense balk at such things. Real 
Puritans, too, are not the most prom- 
ising material for lyric romance. : 

“I should like my opera to be such 
a genuine and such a successful work 
that it would go over all the world as 
the output of American brain and the 
inspiration of American surroundings. 

“But an American atmosphere is not 
attained by pepper casting the score 
with themes from patriotic songs. I 
do repudiate absolutely the idea that 
an infusion of popular or folk songs 
reproduces the spiritual and intellec- 
tual or romantic atmosphere of the 
country to which those folk songs he- 


long. 

“The libretto: which will satisfy me 
most is one In which there will be 
plenty of contrast, of diversified ac- 
tion, of strong character differentia- 
tion.”’"—{ Musical America.

In a vast room where the Patent 
Office has stored its old models there 
are two cases that represent the work 
of woman inventors. The interest val- 
ue of this exhibit depends altogether 
upon whether you look at it as genius 
or junk. One of the first exhibits to 
catch the eye, because it is one of the 
largest and most conspicuously placed, 
is a brass cylinder that tooks to the 
uninitiated like an andiron with a fuz- 
ay head. The attached card tells you 
that it is a submarine telescope which 
Sarah P. Mather of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
patented in 18465.

t her invention is labelled ‘“‘War 
Vessels: Parts Applying to Structures 
of Defense.” and if it wasn't for the 
visitor’s ability to see things not on 
the programme, her model would be 
merely a combination of brass and 
wood that suggests a typewriter lack- 
ing the keys. 

Mary Ann Frost of Ohio has two 
models to her credit. One is a brown 
wooden something that looks like a 
cribbage board.

Tible days the nation, all unwittingly, 
broke forever with her self-satisfied, 
self-secluded past. And the punish- 
ment meted out to her. Including all 
the horrible and shameful excesses of 
the foreign troops, and everything 
else that was comprehended within 
that unprecedented orgy of lust, loot 
and lawleseness, has put the fear of 
civilization into the hearts of the Chi- 
nese. Whatever reaction may come 
—and I write. in the midst of one— 


‘the nation will never again array it- 


self blindly against the world. Fur- 
thermore, 1900 convinced China that 
Christianity is here to stay; the sword, 
the fire and the stake of torture can- 
not extirpate it. , 

Since 1900 each year in China’s his- 
tory has accomplished more progress 
than formerly was achieved in cen- 
turies. Undoubtedly this country has 
made greater strides in the past six 
years than in the preceding two mil- 
lenniums. The change has been s0 
swift, so startling, so kaleidoscopic, 
that *the world outside cannot compre- 
hend it. Missionaries who come back 
after a year’s furlough have to pinch 
themselves to make sure that they are 
awake. 

CHINA’S GREATEST MAN. 

This prevince of Chili, which in- 
cludes Peking and Tien-Tsin, affords 
the most extraordinary evidences of 
transformation. I.s viceroy is Yuan 
Shih Kai, China’s greatest man, al- 
though at the n'oment overthrown by 
the Manchu reactionaries who now 
dominate Peking. It was Yuan Shih 
Kal who creafed and controlled the 
modern army of 70,000 men, which is 
one of the assets «f new China. It was 
Yuan Shih Kai who made over into 
a modern city a ‘arge part of old native 
Tien-Tsin. It was Yuan Shih Kai who 
established there and at Peking a po- 
lice system and a fire department, and 
instituted regulations which have df- 
minished to an enormous extent the 
Yilthiness of the streets. It was Yuan 
Shih Kai who made the narrow, rough 
and tortuous alic’s which throughout 
centuries have passed for highways 
give way to widc, smooth, straight, 
modern thoroughrares. It was Yuan 
Shih Kai who fcestered a system of 
modern education. of all branches, and 
who opened public reading rooms and 
lecture halls, thus instilling the leaven 
of modern progress into the minds of 
all young China. 

oday Yuan Shih Kai's sun is under 
a cloud. He has been shorn of the 
command of the army, of all his 
numerous posts «xcept his viceroyalty, 
and of what is all important in Chi- 
nese politics, his enormous revenues. 
The Manchu reactionaries who com- 
pose the palace clique are on top; but 
no one expects them to attempt the 
mad follies of seven years ago. Halted 
as a reformer by these, Yuan Shih Kai 
is also hated by the extreme wing of 
reformers themse'tves, whom he be- 
trayed in 1900, thus making 


Pp from 
the feeble hands of the Emperor. There 
is said to be a biood feud between the 
Emperor and his most powerful sub- 
ject, and all sorts of conjectures are 
made as to what will happen when the 
Empress dies. 

But the reform spirit grows daily. 
The revolutionary society is increas- 


be surprised at a national political 
conflagration and revolution which 
would be as different from the present 
sporadic outbreaks as a war is from 
a skirmish. But, at the same 
nobody expects China to go back to 
the old days. From what I could giean 
of the opinions of Sir Robert Hart and 
the oldest diplomats, merchants and 
missionaries, a general massacre of 
foreigners is not an impossibility; but 
it will not be by government conniv- 
ance as before. And whatever comes, 
China ig inevitably destined to become 
one of the nations controlled by the 
western ideals of civilization.
